On the forthcoming report on 
Mayolite to be issued by tlie United 
States Bureau of Standards, he 
stated, “One of the principal tests 
of concrete pertains to its crush- 
ing .strength—technically known 
as p. 8. j. Haydite heretofore was 
the. best lightweight aggregate 
known: It was known to run under 
(concrete) in certain mixes."

WASHINGTON — It's rougher 

than you think. It's taking longer 
and longer to find a job—and plen- 
ty are searching. 
* At least 700,000 job hunters have 
been looking for work for over 
four months. It used to take them 
four weeks to get placed. Last 
year at this timie about half that 
number were in the same condi- 
tion. Double trouble in one year. 

It must "be later than we think 
—for the same cautious federal ex- 
perts report that twice as many 
people are being laid off by their 
firms as were last yéar. 

This means that more workers 
are getting their pink slips than at 
&ny time since that uneasy sum- 
mer of 1939—the very month be- 
fore a tired forgotten old man 
called Chamberlain quaveringly de- 
clared war on the Eoose-steppers. 


And since we're talking bluntly. 
about people whom we'd better 
help quickly, it must be reported 
that there'll be further noticeable 
firings and layoffs in the metal in- 
dustry, in textiles, clothing and 
mining, when the coaldiggers fin- 
ally get back to work.

TAMPA—A group of. Florida 
legislators from all parts of the 
state met informally recently and 
complimented Governor Warren 
and the staté cabinet on effecting 
a 25 per cent reduction in state 
expenditures, but questioned the 
advisability of cutting allotments 
to all departments by the sante 
Percentage. 

Representative John E. Bollin- 
ger of West Palm Beach, spokes- 
man for the entire group, praised 
the governor, particularly for cut- 
ting 75 employees of the motor ye- 
hicle department from the state 
payroll. 

“This is a step in the right direc- 
tion,” the group stated, “but the 
flat 25 per cent cut of all, depart- 
ments might tend to penalize more 
efficient and essential government 
services along with those, depart- 
ments generally regarded to be 
loaded with dead wood." 

"By this action," the statemerit 
continued, "a bid apparently is be- 
ing made to get public support for 
& special tax-raising session of the 
legislature. 

"An estimate of public opinion 
in our several counties indicates 
that at present there is absolutely 
not enthusiasm for a special tax- 
raising session of one legislature. 

"We believe that. present „taxes, 
plus the surplus in the state treas- 
ury on July 1, plus additional taxes 
voted by the 1949 legislature, plus 
savings that can be made by elim- 
inating non-essential services and 
employees, enough money will be 
available for the Budget Commis- 
sion to operate the state govern-} 
ment efficiently without new taxes 
or a special session.”

TALLAHASSEE—Reduction of 
state spending by 25 percent in all 
departments, including schools and 
pensions, has been ordered by 
Governor, Warren and a majority 
of the cabinet. Only Attorney Gen- 
eral Richard Ervin. and School 
Superintendent Tom Bailey voted 
against the cut: Thus the budget 
board, made up of the cabinet 
members, has cut the state's cloth 
to fit the pattern of income, for at 
least the next three months. Face 1 
with an appropriations law of 
$240,000,000 left by the 1949 legis- 
lature for the next two years, and 
only $180,000,000 in sight, the 
board has decided to trim its sails.

State Health Dept. 
To Exercise Rigid, 
Extreme Economy 


"Rigid and 
measures" will have to b2 prac- 
ticed by the Florida State Board 
of Health dnd county health de- 
partments due to the 25 percent 
reduction in state funds, county 
commissioners were being inform- 
ed this week by Dr. Wilson T. 
Sowder, state health officer. 

Dr. Sowder explained that the 
State Board of Health is attempt- 
ing within the next few months not 
to reduce county health depart- 
ment allocations any further® but 
will-be compelled to later on if the 
State health department does nct

receive itg full appropriation. 

“This reduction of 25 percent 
ordered by the Budget Commission 
in the amount appropriated for the 
State Board of Health, would, if 
&pplied to the county health de- 
partments, seriously cripple nearly 
all of the departments," he de- 
clared. lé 

"It will also greatly curtail the 
State Board of Health and its 
statewide functlons such as sani- 
tary engineering, laboratories, dis- 
tribution of drugs and biologicals, 
cancer and diabetes control pro- 
grams, etc." « 

The Legislature made the same 
appropriation for county health dc- 
partments-as during the previous 
biennium, $75,000, h» pointed out. 
However, aside from the 25 per 
cent reduction, the counties wil! 
actually receive less money than 
they did two years ago, because 
there are now more county healtn 
departments among which the 
money must be divided. 

Another set back is that less 
federal funds will be received this 
year as compared to previous 
years. d
